Washington, October 5.—(Special.)—The 
penate spent today in executive session, 
postponing the silver discussion until to- 
morrow. The situation, however, remains 
practically unchanged. The debate will go 
on tomorrow and Saturday, and on Mon- 
day it is the present intention of Mr. Voor- 
hees to attempt to force a vote on uncon- 
ditional repeal. Of course, he will fail, 
though he may keep the senate in session 
for one or two nights. Then there will be 
an effort at compromise. It will probably 
succeed. There are many senators who 
hoid that if a compromise is reached, it 
should inelude*the proposition to repeal the 
state bank tux as well as one for the issue 
of bonds to secure gold. 

Senator Morgan yesterday introduced a 
resolution directing the judiciary commit- 
tee to investigate the question and report 
to the senate, whether the act of 1837 for 
the coinage of silver was still in existence 
and would be in force if the Sherman law 
was repealed. This resolution relates to 
the theory which has been advanced, that 
the law of 1837 has not been repealed. It 
is a gool subject to talk upon, but it is 
pot probable that any comfort can be de- 
rived from it for free silver. 

Bhe Can Polish Up Her Scepter. 

The president will soon send a message 
to the senate on the Hawaiian situation. 
It will embody the recommendations of Mr. 
Tlonnt. It is understood that Mr. Blount’s 
recommendation is that no action should be 
tuken by the United States to annex the 
island or establish a protectorate over it 
without the full consent of all natives. The 
report recommends that all questions in- 
volved in anneXxation be submitted to a 
vote of the natives as well as the foreign- 
ers, and upon that decision rests the fu- 
ture policy of the United States respecting 
the Hawaiian islands. One familiar with 
the situation is quoted as saying that Mr. 
Cleveland takes Mr. Blount’s recommenda- 
tion. This means that the queen will be 
restored to power ky the votes of the na- 
tives. and it will men further the complete 
ascendency of Mr. Claus Spreckels, the 
sugar king, who enjoys the privileges from 
the queen which no one else enjoys.

Colonel Russell Holda His Own. 

Colonel Ben Russell. of Georgia, came for- 
ward in the house today om the election 
bill. Mr. Russell was in good form and 
made a strong argument. Though there 
were few members present when the Geor- 
gian took the floor he was given close at- 
tention and was repeatedly applauded. 
Several times republicans attempted to in- 
terrupt, but the Georgian stood his ground 
eplendidly and proved himself good at re- 
partee. 

Major Black, who was expected to de- 
liver a speech on the election bill, has de- 
Cided not to talk. 

Van Alou Will Be Confirmed. 

Mr. Van Alen is going to be confirmed a 
diplomat as weil as a confirmed Anglo- 
maniac. The senate committee on foreign 
affairs has reported the Van Alen nomi- 
nation favoruble to the senate. Though 
there will be a fight in executive session 
Reainst the monocled representative of 
Beiode Island and England, the indica- 
tions now ure that he will be confirmed. 
Some democrats expect to fight his confir- 
mation, but the republicans will vote for 
him. They voted for Wanamaker, and they 
will vete for Van Alen. It means his con- 
firmation. 


A Tip to Georgians. 

Josiah Quincey, of Massachusetts, who re- 
cently resigned his position as assistant 
secretary of state. has returned to Wash- 
ington to assist the president in completing 
his list of consular appointments. The 
men who want consulships had best see 
Mr. Quiney very quickly, as it is under- 
stood the president will accept his advice in 
making selectious from the applicants. 


LITTLE INTEREST FELT. 


The Passace of the Federal Election jicy eal 
Bill Is a Dead Sure Thing. 

Washington, October 5.—Interest in debate 
on the federal election bill does not increase 
and empty benches in the house an both sides 
of the chamber are the rule and bot the ex- 
ception. Af vo time today were there more 
thar 100 members present. The speeches were 
made by Mr. Murray, of South Carolina, ard 
Mr. Haines, of Nebraska, in the negative, 
and by Mr. Russell, of Greorgia, and Mr. Mon- 
rove, of Mississippi, in the affirma.ive. “he 
fact having become known that .he «em ocrats 
would hold a caucus to discuss the propriety 
of passing the bill before the senate had 
acrced to the Wilson-Voorhers bill, may have 
bad something to do with tbe listlessnes man- 
ifested. 

The speaker laid before the house & commu- 
nication from the secretary of the treasury, 
in response to 4 resolution calling for infor- 
mation ay to why the Siseman act was not 
enforced during July and August. _ Referred. 

\ Mr. Storer, of Ohio, from the committee 
on commerce, reported a Dill to amend the 
interstate commerce law. Placed on the cal- 
endar. 

In the second morning hour Mr. Oates, from 
the committee on judiciary, called up a Dill 
repefling so much of the revised statutes as 
require proof of loyalty during the late war 


as 4 prerequisite to being restored, or admit-. 


ted to the pension roll of any person, who 
otherwise would be entitled, and dispensing 
with proof of loyalty in any application for 
bounty land. 

Mr. Burrows warned Mr. Oates that the 
bill could not be passed in the morning houp 
and Mr. Oates withdrew it.

On motion of Mr. Oates a bill was passed 
placing the secretary of agriculture iu the 
line of the presidential succession. 

ir. Oates also called up the bill authorizing 
the receiver of the Jesus Christ church, of 
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federal election repeal bill and Murray, of 
South Carolina, concluded bis speech in favor 
of the retention of the laws upon the statute 
books. He criticised the election methods 
of the state of South Carolina and declared 
that the presence of ‘ederal supervisors at 
the polls was necessary to secure fair and 
free elections. Their presence prevented the 
evasion of the vyiwlation of the daw. This 
was the most odious and diabolical bill that 
had been reported to the house for thirty 
years. It had been conceived in sin and 
brought forth in iniquity. He appealed to his 
republican friends not to vote for it. He ap- 
pealed to his friends from the north not to 
vote for this legitimate but unholy offspring 
of state sovereignty. He appealed to them 
not to unite the hands of the ballot box stuf- 
fer and official scalawag. He appealed to re- 
publicans from everywhere to resist this ne- 
farious measure with all their power, and 
though for the time being the republican ban- 
ner muy be trailing in the dust, the nation 
Would trlumphantly raise it again, and march 
it to its haven of prosperity, citizenship and 
victory. (Applause). He hoped that the laws 
would be defeated. He ridiculed the charge 
of “negro domination.’’ No class of the peo- 
ple Was misrepresented, slandered and tra- 
duced as were the black people of the south. 
The search would be vain that would seek to 
find a people moré submissive to law and more 
charitable than they. 
The Republicans’ Onlv Hope. 

The long suffering black man had aever 
Bpughtto domineer. He asked the men of his 
race to take the vote on tiis measure aud scan 
it carefully and regard every man who voted 
for it as his enemy. But he did not despair. 
The vengeance of God would sooner or later 
overtake the wen who passed this bill. But 
he believed that there were men in the house 
and senute whe would prevent its passage:

Mr. Russell, of Georgia, was the next 
speaker aud his argument was in favor of 
repeal. He would wipe from the statute books 
ali these election laws. It was said that they 
were a back number. They were a living is- 
sue just as much af they had been at the 
day they had passed and struck down the lib- 
erties of the people. The democratic purty 
was bound to succeed in this struggle. The 
laws were infathous and must be repealed. 
Ke ferring to Murray’s speech, he said that it 
Was proper and fitting that the requiem gun 
of the republican party should be ttred by a 
son of Ham. 

Mr. Money, of Mississippi, resented the re- 
flection made upon his siuatement in the mi- 
nhority report denominating those reflections 
a8 infamous and iniquifous. There was no 
ground for the accusations made against his 
State and he declared that ber elections were 
fairly conducted. 

Money Got There, 


Mr. Money went on to review the constitu- 
tions of the various ‘states as they existed 
after the war to show that no state couid 
throw the first stone at Mississippi. As each 
state Was mentioned a Champion arose and 
there was a good deal of merriment. 

Mr. Money bore himself admiraviy and was 
ready for all questions and the greatest good 
humor prevailed. He declared that the demo- 
cratic party had pledged itself to the repeal 
of these federal election laws. 

Mr. Vickler, of South Dakota, interrupted 
Mr. Money to suggest that President Cleve- 
land had called congress in ¢Xtraordinary ses- 
sion for a certain purpose,

DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS NEXT MONDAY 


To Consider the Federal Election Bill—What 
Mr. Tucker Sava. 

Washington, October ®’.—The democratic 
members of congress will meet in caucus 
uext Monday, to consider the federal elec- 
tion bill. The caucus was called to consider 
certain amendments proposed to the bill. 
but its principle object will be to determine 
whether it is part of the policy to send the 
bill to the senate pending a disposition of 
the Sherman law repeal bill by that body. 

Representative Tucker, author of the bill 
now being discussed in the house, says 
that the caucus was called for the purpose 
of determining whether or not the demo- 
cratic party was earnestly and entirely in 


favor of the repeal of the election laws as’ 


demanded by the platform. “We are either 
in favor of their repeal, or we are not,” 
Mr. Tucker, “and we might as well 
find out just how we stand. If Fitch's 
bill is to be adopted, as the party meas- 
ures, it seems to me that we might as well 
abandon the fight. If the bill incorporates 
all there is objectionable, then we've got 
no case. I] am pertectly well satisfied, how- 
ever, that the caucus will make a satisfac- 
tory declaration on the subject.” 

Mr. Tucker said the caucus would rep- 
resent the friends of both measures (his 
own) and Fitch’s as he had understood the 
call have been initiated by those in favor of 
the Fiteh bill. 

The vote on the bill and pending amend- 
ments is to be taken at noon next Tuesday. 
So far, but one amendment has been offer- 
ed by Lacey, of Il wa. 

This is said to be largely identical with 
the bill drawn by Mr. Fl itch, chairman of 
the committee, reporting the Tucker bill, 
end which he has proposed as a substitute 
therefor. It differs from the Tucker bill 
in that it leaves on the statute sections 
2002 to 2010, inelusive, which the Tucker 
bill repeals, allowing all others, relating to 
the appvintment of supervisors and deputy 
marshals. 


Indian Agents Confirmed. 


Washington, October 5.—The senate. in ex- 
ecutive session, did considerable business and 
got out of the way a number of nominations, 
against which the republicans have been mak- 
ing a determined resistence. The session ‘was 
the result of an agreement and produced some 
surprises. The struggle was over certain 
nominations.of citizens from one state, selec- 
ted to act as Inaian agents at agencies lo- 
cated in other states, and the. republicans 
opposed their confirmation on Me genera! 
ground that such nomirations were a violation 
of the home rule plank of the democratic 
party platform, but added to this, was the 
further charge in some cases, that the nomi- 
necs were not qualified for the position. Af- 
ter several ineffectual attempts to secure ac- 
ticn by the senate it was agreed last weék 
that tuday should be devoted to this particular 
business, and within twenty minutes after 
the senate convened, the doors were closed 
and the debate over the nominations begun. 

Messrs. Davis and Washburn, of Minnesato, 
Stewart, of Nevada, and Dubois, of Idaho, 
made vigorous speeches denunciatory of the 
violation of the home rule principle, while 
Mr. Voorhees eloquently defended the pres- 
idevt from the shafts of his assailants. 

The surprise of the day, however, was the 
repeated action of Senator Hill, who is un- 
derstood to have aided the republicans, not 
only by his vote, but voice: The Indian 
agents under discussion were ail confirmed 
but one, two or three democrats yoting with 
the republicaus. 


|ON THE GULF COAST. 


Investigation Shows Greater Loss of Life 
Than at First Reported, 


HUNDREDS FLOATED OUT 10 SEA. 


One Large District, Inhabited by 
Fishermen, Not Heard From. 


ARE SUFFERING. 


THE SURVIVORS 


Many ot Them Are Naked and Sterving. 
Some Become Insane—New Orleaus 
Sends Relief, but More Needed. 


New Orleans. October. 5.—{Special.)— 
The return of several of the relief parties 
sent to the etorm-stricken districts of the 
state fully confirms the news of yesterday 
and adds to the list of those drowned or 
killej a corrected list which swells the to- 
tal number of dead to 2,041. This may be 
increased some 250 or 300 more by news 
from the St. Bernard marshes and the 
vessels off the Louisiana coast, from which 
only meager returns have been received. 
These indicate nearly complete destruction 
and that none of the smaller vessels in the 
open sea escaped.

Rigolets, 16. 

Biloxi 1. 

Chandlier 110. 

Near Grand Bauree 10. 

From vessels 95. 

The loss of life 
is now known to be L250. At Bayou 
Andrp .seventy-two perished instead of 
forty, and at Grand Isle twenty-four in- 
stead of ten. 

Perhaps All Are Lost. 

The only section from which no returns 
have been received as yet is the St. Ber- 
nard or Lake Bargne marshes. The 
marsh extends from Lake Borgne to the 
gulf. It is a dead level ocean marsh—more 
water than land—covering 1,200 square 
miles. Its only inhabitants were some 
2900 fishermen, who lived in cabins built 
on spiles. Not a word has been heard 
from this section since the storm. Not one 
of the inhabitants has come to town or 
any neighboring settlement. At the spot 
in the Chandeliers where the tornado was so 
violent none are said to have escaped. In 
the west Plaque mine parish the wind 
reached a velocity of 120 miles an hour. 
The chances of the Lake Borgne fishermen 
surviving the hurricane are considered very 
doubtful and a boat was sent to their set- 
tlements today to see if any survived. 
Loud complaints come from the Bayou 
Cook section of the steuch from the dead 
bodies there. The land is too low for 
burying. Already some 126 bodies have 
been conveyed by boat to the highlands 
on the Mississippi at Frysnal Bend for 
burial, but many are unburied in the 
swamp and rapidly decaying. Many of 
the bodies were found to have been looted 
and robbed. Most of the fishermen were 
well-to-do and all carried their fortunes in 
eash in their pockets. No money has been 
found on their remains and sums of from 
$3,000 to $10,000 have disappeared. Nearly 
all of the bodies were badly mutilated by 
the slime.

Loss to Shippers. 


The loss of life on the shipping, as far 
aa can be learne?, is: The Young Ameri- 
ean, 15: the Niketa, 12; the Annie B, 6; 
the New Union, 5; the Alice McGuegan, 
G: the Three Brothers, 3; the Lasalie, 4; 
the Rosalia Smith, 3; the Laura B, 6;

4: the Remus, 1; the Centennial, 2; the 
Ravensdale, 1; the Boss, 1. 

Most of the loss occurred off the Chande- 
liey islands or in Mississippi sound. The 
shipping suffered severely in-both localities 
and the loss of life is likely. to be very 
heavy. Nearly all the vessels in Mississippi 
sound at the lumber or fishing ports of 
Biloxi, Seranton bay, St. Louis and others 
suffered or was sunk. Among the lost 
are the Austrian barks Mikta and Annie 
B, the American schooners Anglique. An- 
nie Eales, Eliza B, New Union; the Aus- 
trian bark Sino; British brig Rosallia Smith; 
the American schooner Centennial. 

The following vessels were badly injured, 
losing masts and anchors and being so 
disabled that they will have to be repaired: 
American schooner Two Brothers, Ameri- 
can schooner Chicora, American bark Re- 
becca Goddard, American bark Henry T. 
Gregg, German bark Margaritina, Norwe- 
gian bark Simon. The destruction of the 
smaller boats, schooners, luggers an] fish- 
ing vessels is complete. Out of 160 at Chi- 
niere Camonada 158 are lost; fifty-four 
out of sixty at Bay St. Louis; 100 out of 
120 at the other places on the Mississippi 
sound and altogether between 60U and 
700 in the storm-swept region, worth prob- 
ably $400,000. It will be« months before 
the gulf fisheries will revive half the popu- 
lation and nine-teuths of the vessels en- 
gaged in them are lost and oysters and 
tish are an unknown quantity in New 
Orleans today. 

The steamers Maurice and Welne, barks 
Phoebe and Anna, brigs Emma, Mary C 
and Mariner, Sloop Isabella, schnouoners 
Castillian, Josephine, Lsabella, Roeno, Mary, 
Bertha, Sunny, Normaz, Navarro, Recourt, 
Premier, lambone, Griftin, Amelia, Amelia 
Franklin, Webb Taylor, Palos and Fair 
Wind. These were. wrecked in the Mis- 
sissippi and Charleston sounds. On the 
Bertha three lives were lost; on the Sunny 
three, Premier five, Recourt five, on an un- 
known schooner three. The total loss of 
life on the vessels is now estimated at 12S, 
Two deaths are reported at Cat island. 

Assessor Long, of Jefferson, whose duty 
it is to return the population of Jefferson 
parish, declares that his late census showed 
1,.00 people at Cheniere Caminadai This 
would make the loss of life there 1,436. 
The estimate of 1,250 is probably the more 
correct, although the exact number of 
deaths there will never be known as a 
majority of the bodies were washed out te 
sea. 

The Injury tothe Crops. 

On the other hand, the trop damage is 
less than was reporte) yesterday. The 
orange crop will lose only 50 per eent, but 
the destruction of the orchards is very 
heavy, the trees being broken off at the 
rvots. The loss of property is greater than 
at first reported. 

The oyster canneries on Mississippi sound 
report a loss of $5L.000 by the storm. 

The loss on the wharves and landings is 
$60,000. 

The total loss on the Mississippi coast is 
placed at $1,000,000; the loss at Chande- 
lier quarantine station, $130,000; at Che- 
niere Caminada, $100,000; loss of luggefs 
at Cheniere, $160,000; loss to shipping on 


: 
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Mississippi sound, $60,000; loss at Grand 
Isle, $20,000; total loss, $5,320,000. 

The win] reached a velocity of 100 miles 
an hour on the islands lying off the Mis- 
6issippi sound, particularly Ship and Chan- 
delier islands, and nearly all the vessels 
there were sunk or dismanteled. At Chan- 
delier every soul except the United States 
quarantine physicians is supposed to be 
lost. The island ie a very low one, rising 
only three or four feet abeve the sea level. 
The immense wave washed miles of it away 
and what little remains is liable to be sub- 
merged in ordinary tides, becoming a bar 
or band instead of island. At Chandelier 
was situated the United States gulf quar- 
antine station am! marine hospital. This 
Was completely destroyed and the quaran- 
tine service will have to be temporarily sus- 
pended there and removed to Ship island. 
The loss to the government will be $100,000, 
The United States quarantine transfer 
boat, William H. Welsh, is ashore and 
wrecked; loss $3,000. The steward, nurse 
ard three patients at the hospital lost their 
lives. 

Appeals for Help. 

Appeals. have been made to Governor 
Foster from Cheniere Cafinxida and Bayou 
Cook and the lower, portion of Plaquemines 
parish, giving an account of the suffering 
and destitution of the people in @hose sec- 
tions and asking that the state thke some 
action for their relief. The police « *laque- 
mines and Jefferson parishes mage provis- 
ion for relief boats yesterday fand the 
Red Cross Society, Slavonian Sq@elety and 
a number of other benevolent agsociations 
Well as individuals came f@rward at 
once with contributions even before a re- 
lief movement was organized. Today a 
regular relief aesociation @vas organized at 
the Commercial Club and §$5,000 was sub- 
scribed at once. Appeals for aid were male 
and the exchanges promised to act, as the 
need of the sufferers is immediates Some 
of them are likely to starve to death nyless 
food is sent them. Several relief bows, 
were sent down to Bayou Cook and Cheniere’ 
Caminada. 

It is now well established that a number 
of people there have lost their lives since 
the storm from exposure, megitct and 
lack .of food and attention. The city of 
New Orleans contribufed $2,500 for the 
relief. of the sufferers. Mr. Wilkinson, 
collector of customs, anj a number of cit- 
izens and a number of large planters or- 
ganized a special relief train today and 
sent down provisions to the sufferers in 
the Plaquemines parish. 

Kefugees Are Naked. 

A dozen luggers reached the city today 
from Grand Isle and other portions of the 
storm country and there are now some 
OOO refugees being cared for here. They 
arrived naked and in a bruised condition. 
One man named Georgeovich haj actually 
been flayed alive and did not have a piece 
of skin on him the size of a dime, the blows 
from the debris having flayed him. He 
wis sent to the thhespital and is not ex- 
pected to live. With rare exceptions the 
other refugees will all recover. Several cases 
of insanity resulting from the horrors of the 
storm are reported. 

Lieutenant Kirkham, the signal officer 
here, explains his failure to give a warning 
of the approaching storm by saying that 
there was not the faintese evilence of it. 
The storm came from the gulf. The tel- 
egraph from Port Eads, which ought to 
have announeed it, was working all right 
early Sunday night, when it suddenly ceased 
and the storm swept over southern Lousi- 
ana. Whence it came it is impossible to 
say. Lieutenant Kirkham thinks an ad- 
ditional weather station on the gulf abso- 
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The Water Front Presents a Striking Picture 
of Debris. 

Biloxi, Miss., Octaber 5.-—-At Biloxi 
nothing escaped the fury of the elements. 
On every side could be seen the wrecks of 
boats, piers and bathhouses, and ia many 
instances, the fronts of houses on the beach 
were totally demolished. Throughout the 
town great trees were uprooted, swinging 
signs were swept away like leaves, sheds 
and vehicles were tossed about like match 
boxes and animals of every description ter- 
ribly frightened. Many of the streets are 
blocked with fallen trees and a mass of 
rubbish washed in by the sea, while the 
beach itself is impassible on account of the 
piles of wreckage visible all along the en- 
tire coast. The eanning industries were 
completely wrecked, all the factories being 
either badly damaged or utterly destroyed. 
Much of the damage at the back bay was 
caused by a section of several hundred 
feet of the railroad bridge, which was 
swept away at Ocean Spring, washing up 
against the buildings, crushed them like egg 
shells. 

It is difficult at this time to make any 
intelligent estimate of the damage sustain-, 
ed by the loss of sloops, tuggers, Small 
schooners, fishing boats and like craft. 

Blew the Steeple Off. 

Out of more than 100 boats on the front 
bay little and big, only three rode the storm 
safely, and the beach is strewn with 
wrecks of all descriptions. On the back bay 
only one or two weathered the gale. Not 
a single wharf is standing on either the 
front or back bay. The damage was not 
confined alone to the water front, but all 
through the city in every direction the 
effects of the storm ean be seen in fallen 
trees, fences and in here and there a house 
partially unroofed. The velocity of the 
wind at the height of the storm must have 
been at least 100 miles per hour. The 
Baptist church steeple was blown down 
and the bell cracked. The breakwater, at 
the lighthouse, was washed away but the 
tower was not damaged. At Deer island, 
just opposite Biloxi, over forty head of 
cattle were drowned. When the storm 
came up, which was a genuine cyclone, 
there were many Biloxi boats in the Louis- 
jana marsh oyster fishing and it is almost 
eertain that a number, if not all their 
boats, have gone down with all on board. 
Of eight schooners that were known to be 
there om Sunday evening, three have been 
picked up bottom upward, mast and rigging 
all gone and not a soul on board. It is 
believed that the loss of life will not/fall 
short of 100. 

A Mile of Bridce Gone. 

About one mile of the railroad bridge at 
Bay St. Louis is washed ashore on the 
island, together with much debris of other 
kinds from wrecked vessels, oyster boats, 
sloops and luggers. Very little of. the gov- 
ernment wharf remains and what is left 
will be of no service.

AN EMPTY HONOR FOR MR. LOCKWOOD.

Albany, N. Y., October 5.—(Special.)— 
But little was done at the convention to- 
day. At the suggestion of Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Sheehan, the committee on delegates 
at large to the constitutional convention 
wanted an adjournment until tomorrow 
morning in order that it might meet this 
evening. Mr. Charles Sheehan represents 
the Hill forces which have got everything 
their own way.

When the 
convention hall was thrown open this morn- 
ing, the delegates began to file in.

Gleason was called instead of David B. 
Hill from the fourth district of Albany. 
There is every probability that Cord Meyer, 
of IXings county, will be the nominee for 
secretary of state.

WHAT THE B. METALL 81S DID. 


Last Day’s Proceedings of the Convention at 
St. Louis. 

St. Louis, October 5.—The last day of 
the Pan-American bimetallic convention 
opened with the committee on resolutions 
presenting a supplemental report unfavor- 
ably passing upon a proposition by Thomas 
Warren to take action looking to the en- 
dorsement of the removal of the national 
capital farther west; also favoring the 
printing and circulation of the address of 
yesterday by Mr. Walter N. Allen, of Kan- 
sus, upon the “except clause” of the silver 
law. ‘Lhe report was adopted without dis- 
sent. 

The question was then upon the adop- 
tion of the report of the resolution commit- 
tee, Delegate Waterbury, of Kansas, 
moved the amendement of the report by 
the addition of a proposition presented by 
H. M. Taylor, of Mexico, favoring the in- 
crease of the volume of currency by the 
issue of legal tender notes secured by land 
values. 

Lpon this motion, Delegate Cochran, of 
Missouri, took the floor in opposition to 
any and all efforts to say or do anything 
in this convention upon the money ques- 
tion, other than fully and entirely endorse 
ing free coinage of silver. 

Mr. Taylor replied in defense of his prop- 
osition, urging that money, based upon 
such security, was as safe as the money 
based upon the honor of our government, 
as are the $346,000.000 of greenbacks. 

Governor Waite, of Colorado, begged the 
convention not to be diverted from the one 
great issue. Until the backers of bimetal- 
lism showed Wall street to have lost its 
grip upon legislation, it was impossible to 
secure another form of financial legisla- 
tion. As to the west and south, they could 
control the policies of the country, if it 
became necessary. He declared his belief 
that there were millions of money now in 
Washington with whieh to buy congress, 
and with such a condition, the,south and 
west must unite. 

Delegate Manning, of Alabama, declared 
the readiness of the south for union with 
the west in the battle for free coinage of 
silver, but pleaded for the exclusion of 
extraneous matter from the platform, as a 
diversion of the purpose of the convea- 
tion. 

Delegate Skaggs, of the same. state, 
spoke in a similar strain, also denonncing 
President Cleveland as an enemy and be- 
trayer of the people. 

Delegates Taylor, of Waterbury. and 
Waite, withdrew the minority report. Then, 
with a motion to adopt the majority re- 
port pending, the convention adjourned un- 
til 2 o'clock p. m. 

At the afternoon session, pending action 
upon the report of the resolution commit- 
tee, a resolution was offered providing 
in the event of the failure of con- 
gress to provide adequately for the use 
of money for the calling of a national con- 
Vention in January, 1894, under the aus- 
pices of the governors of Missouri, South 
Carolina, Kansas and Colorado, including 
delegates from every state and territory: 
labor and agricultural organizations to take 
action, looking to thorough agitation of the 
question before another election.

The reso 
tion providing for the eall of a national con- 
vention in January was withdrawn and 
after the transaction of more minor busi- 
ness, including the passing of the usual res- 
olutions of thanks. the convention adjourned 
sine die, having first previded for the call- 
ing of another convention if deemed nee 
essary by the president and secretary of 
the pan-American Metallic League.

His Visit to South Carolina Has Keen Put Off 
Until Better Times. 

Columbia. S&S. C., October 5.—(Special.)—For 
some unannounced reason the coming of Ben 
Terrell for the purpose of further incuicating 
populistic doctrine among the reformers of 
South Carolina has been postponed. A recent 
letter from the third patty leaders to one of 
the county newspapers stated that he would 
be here about the first of ths month and that 
be would remain in the state for a month. 

Mr. Terrell has not arrived and now it is 
suid that there is some significance in his 
non-arrival, though just whai that significance 
is has not been definitely ascertained 1¢ 
these not In the contidence of the populists. 

The indications, however, are that the true 
reason for Terreil’s visit being called off os 
that the times are not prop-tious. “This means

Braswell and Horton, the Train Robbers, 
in Jail Again. 


CAPTURED AT ROME BY THE POLICE. 


They Escaped from Cole City Last Week in 
a Box Car—Braswell Is Shot 
in the Head. 


Rome, Ga., October 5.—(Special.)—One 
of the most exciting events in police circles 
occurred this afternoon in East Rome. 
Three escaped convicts from Cole City ap- 
peared there. A _ report reached Rome 
that these convicts were on a Central rail- 
road freight train due in Rome early this 
morning. Otticers Wimpie, Alexander, 
Guice and Sharp met the train. 

The convicts got off in West Rome and 
walked to North Rome and thenee toward 
Kast Rome. After crossing the Etowah 
river on the East Tennessee railpoad bridge, 
they made their way along the bank, stop- 
ping nearly opposite the Rome brick works 
in a dense thicket. They were seen and 
reported to the policemen, who immediate- 
ly went in pursuit. Two of the convicts 
were concealed near each other and when 
the officers appeared the convicts ordered 
them to surrender and opened tire upon 
them. The ofticers returned their fire and 
a sharp skirmish ensued, resulting in the 
serious wounding of Braswell and the cap- 
ture of Horton.

GEORGIA’S COTTON. 

The Crop Ia Keported Short from All Sec- 
tions of the State. 

Georgia’s cotton crop will fall short of 
that of last yeur. 

That is the outlook as viewed by Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Nesbitt. 

When bis estimate was sent out on the 
Ist of the month, the indicattons pointed 
to a crop not at all in excess of the crop 
of last year and the commissioner stated 
the case plainly. 

Since then reports from over 200 corre- 
spondents representing all sections of the 
state, put an even worse view on the situ- 
ation. These show that the falling off, 
particularly in north Georgia, is much 
greater than was first estimated, and the 
indications are that the crop will be 10 
per cent off from that of last year. 

Yesterday letters were received from 
Burke, Screven, Murray, Baker and Sum- 
ter among others, and all tell the same 
Slory. 

It looks like a short crop. 

Savanuah'’s Statewent. 


Savannah, Ga., October 5.—The cotton re- 
ceipts have Deen daily increasing here during 
the past two weeks. The weather has been 
fine in this section aud the crop is Peing 
gathered, ginned and marketed as fast as pos- 

The advanced prices for spots at this 
has had the tendency to hasten ship- 
The receipts at this port from Sep 
this date was 147,425 Dales, 
bales for the corresponding 
time bast year. The estimates of ®@ruminent 
cotton men of the prospects of the preset 
crop varies to some extent. The general im- 
pression, however, is that Georgia will yield 
from 5 to 10 per cent more than last yeur, 
which was 025,000 bales. In this immediate 
section there will be a decrease on account 
of the great destruction of the storm of the 
“7th, and the subsequent beayy rains, which 
caused rust to injure the staple to a _ con- 
siderable extent. The greatest damage was 
done to sea island cotton, which was @lmost 
totally destroyed along the coast. But with 
the increased acreage, planted ip the counties 
within a radlus of 100 miles, it is estimated 
that the supply will about balance the loss in 
the sea island and that the crop will about 
avernuge that of last season, which was about 
40,000 bales. The proupects for the season's 
receipts at Savannah are that they will reagi 
1,000,000 bales, against 793,853 bales for last 
year. 

The expected increase of receipts tis cal- 
enlated on account of the shipments coming 
here, which are held from Brunswick. owing 
to the epidemic of yellow fever at that port, 
and the increased receipts from Florida. It 
is, however, almost impossible to make a close 
estimate of the crop in this state at present, 
as the yield is “spotted” throughout the en- 
tire state. In many sections of the state 
the plant has flourished, while in the same 
neighborhood there are many farms which 
bave been almost a camplete failure. 

Too Much Rain for Cotton. 

Machen, Ga., October 5.—<(Special.)—The 
heavy rainfall of Tuesday night has further 
injured the cotten through this neighborhood. 
The erop is very short and will soon be 
gathered. It is now almost certain that not 
more than two-thirds of a crop will be made. 
The pea crop will be fine and corn will make 
nearly an average yield.

The in- 
crease in the entire section tributary to Co- 
lumbus, embracing the territory from Apa- 
lachicola, Fla., to West Point, Ga., and within 
a radius of sixty miles from Columbys, east 
and southeast, will be fully 10 per cent over 
that of last year. ‘The prospects are very fa- 
vorable, as picking is going on rapidiy and re- 
ports from different quarters are to the effect 
that no serious damage has been done by the 
recent heavy rains. 

How It Is About Macon. 

Macon, Ga., October 5.—The condition of 
the cotton crop in Macon’s territory is fairly 
good and the yield indicated at present is 
about 5 per cent larger than last year, when 
a light crop was harvested. The season has 
been very favorable to harvesting and a much 
larger proportion of the crop has been housed 
than at the same period in several seasons 
past. Cotton is being marketed freely and the 
season is likely to close early.

Governor Tillman’s announcement that 
intends to convert the police 
Charleston, Columbia, Greenville, Spartan- 
burg and Sumter into a metropolitan sys-

KICKING ON THE TAX. 


Droggists in Colombus Object to an 
Extra Assessment, 


THEY THINK THAT-THEY PAY ENOUGH. 


The Effort to Establish a Recorder’s Court 
Meets with Strong Opposition 
in Council 


—_—— 


Columbus, Ga., October 5.—(Special.)-—-The 
druggists of Columbus who bave suda foun- 
tains connected with their business have de- 
cided to contest the clause in the tax ordi- 
bance of the city that imposes a tax of 310 
on s0da fountains. It is now beyond the 
limit of the time when it is required that 
taxes shall be paid and every druggist having 
a soda fount, five in all, has retused pay 
the tax and executions are being = issued 
against them and will served in a few 
days. ‘They will give bond and carry the case 
to the courts. The ground upon which they 
will base their contest is that the soda fount 
license is included under the drug (license 
and that the city council has no right to 
specify various departments of their busi- 
ness and tax them, especially so when it Is 
not done with any other business. 

The tax upon retail business is $40 and the 
collection of this extra $10 would cause the 
cdrog stores to pay more tax than any other 
kind of retail business, no “matter how ex- 
teusive. For that reason the druggists claim 
that it is unjust and they are contident That 
they will be successful in the contest. They 
Say that it is equally just that the millinery 
departments in the dry goods stores should 
be taxed as well as the sodw fount. It is 
Charged also that one of the aldermen does.a 
Wholesale business as well as a retail and vet 
only pays the retail tax of $40, when he really 
ought to pay $10. 

This contest may bring about an investiga- 
tion, and, abuses, if any exist, will be cor- 
rected. Some other lines of business have 
refused to pay the taxes imposed and may 
eontest the right of the city to force them to 
pay. 
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A Recorder's Court Proposed. 

One of the most prominent issnes in the 
next city campaign will be the creation of a 
recorder’s office. An ordinance to create the 
office Was introduced in the city eouncil some 
time ago and the vote on it was a tie. requir- 
ing the casting of the mayor's ballot, and this 
defeated it. At a meeting of the council 
last night the question came up again and a 
lively discussion obtained upon it. The in- 
troduction of the ordinance was objected to 
on the ground that it was unparliamentary 
to introduce the same measure before the 
council within twelve months’ time. The 
mayor sustained the objectigg and his decis- 
jon was appealed from and the house did 
not sustain him. So a vote will come up 
on the question at the next meeting and the 
fight will be a_lively one.

The Sherman law is a fraud and a 
humbug, and, as the democratic platform 
says, its republican supporters and its 
republican author ought to be anxious 
for its repeal. There is no doubt about 
that. But the democrats, speaking for 
themselves, and in an authoritative man- 
ner, declare that they “hold to the use 
of both gold and silver as the standard 
money of the country, and ‘to the coinage 
of both gold and silver without discrim- 
inating against either metal or charge 
for mintage,”’ and they go on to declare 
that if this result cannot be brought 
about by international agreement—which 
is clearly impossible now and will be for 
years to come—then it shall be brought 
about by such safeguards of legislation 
as will make one dollar as good as 
another. 

Nobody is in favor of the Sherman 
law; the bone of contention is the legis- 
lation that will take the place of the 
law when itt is repealed. The associajed 
and consolidated banks insist that repeal 
shall be unconditional—in other words, 
that democrats shall repudiate’ the 
declarations of their party, and, by vot- 
ing for unconditional repeal, give a vote 
in favor of the single gold standard. 

This dose that ‘the associated and con- 
solidated banks of the east are trying 
to force on the democrats is a little too 
strong for some of ‘them, and the result 
is that the ultimatum of the banks still 
hangs on the peg. 

If those who stand for the single gold 
standard are willing to compromise well 
and good.

What Is Cheap Money? 

In the eastern newspapers and in the 
patronage press of other sections we fre- 
quently come upon such statements as 
this: “What the silver lunatics want is 
cheap money.” ‘This is perfectly true, 
and natural, and reasonable, but the im- 
pression that the gold maniacs are try- 
ing to create 6 that the phrase “cheap 
money” means depreciated money, ,but 
it —_ nothing of the sort. 

Wistn money is scarce and interest 
higif, prices are low. Low prices mean 

“aur money. This result is brought 
about either by an actual depletion or 
scarcity of currency, or by an apprecia- 
tion of the standard in which the cur- 
rency is measured. In ‘this country to- 
day we have no aetual scarcity of cur- 
rency, but money is dear because the de- 
mand for gold—the standard in which 
the currency is measured—is constantly 
making the yellow metal appreciate in 
value, As the standard increases in 
value, the dollar tha'tt represents it be- 
comes constantly dearer—that is to say, 
it buys amd more property and 
the p™«lucts of human labor. 

When we say that a man sells his 
property or ‘the products of his labor for 
so much money, we do not accurately 
describe the transaction. We shall get 
a clearer view of the matter if we say 
that these property owners and pro- 
ducers go into the market to buy money 
to pay their debts or to engage in other 
transactions. When we say that the 
prices of products have fallen, we really 
mean that money has increased in value 
as compared with this property or these 
products. 

In 1873 a farmer could buy S82 of debt- 
paying money with ten pounds of ecoi- 
ton. ‘Today he can buy a fraction over 
70 cents in money with ten pounds of 
cotton. Our readers can compare other 
products with ‘the money rise for them- 
selves. We have selected cotton for the 
reason ‘that more sensitive to 
the appreciation of money than any 
other product, although wheat is not 
far behind if. 

When money is dear it is more profita- 
ble to employ it in eall loans and note 
shaving than to place it in business ven- 
tures or in industrial enterprises; and 
the tendency to hoard tt has a depressing 
effect on all business except that of mon- 
ey lending and note shaving. Shylock 
is in his glory when money is deat 

In short, the cheap money which the 
gold maniacs cry out against would re- 
sSiore to property its true value, give to 
products their fair prices, and bring pros- 
perity to the people and to all forms of 
business, 

The people want money so cheap that 
it will bring larger returns when invested 
in business and industrial enterprises 
than when loaned out on the Shylock 
plan. 
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Money Sense and Other Sense. 

A writer in The Wilmington Messen- 
ger, Who ably advocates the cause of 
bimetallism, says that a merchant re- 
cently told him that the only intelligent 
and reliable views on financial matters 
were those of men with money, and that 
they should control the legishition of 
the country. He went on ‘to suy that the 
opinions of a man who had not been pe- 
cuniarily successful in life were necessa- 
rily based upon ignorance, and therefore 
worthless; and concluded by saving: 
“There is Senator Vance, he has made 
no money, and what does he know about 
finances?” 

There is a great deal of this sort of 
talk to be heard everywhere. The east- 
ern gold sharks are on this line when 
they call the south and west a land of 
illiteracy, economic darkness and debt. 
They hold that because they have ah- 
sorbed aud now control the money of 
the country they are financial oracles and 
should have their way. 

Money sense, or the wisdom of the big 
bankers, is not to be underrated, but the 
fact should not be forgotten that some of 
Pie greatest political economists and 
financiers of the world were poor men. 
In England Pitt, Fox and Burke were 
undoubtedly the greatest men of their 
time, although they were not even pos- 
sessedl of moderate means. In this coun- 
try Robert Morris, the great financier 
of the revolution, was locked up several 
vears in jail for debt. Alexander Ham-

Undoubtedly, there are successful mon- 
eyed men who have deeply studied our 
economic and financial problems, but on 
the other hand there are men who have 
neglected money getting who are just as 
well informed. and whose opinions 
should carry weight. 

The fear of the capitalists is that the 
poor or debtor classes will favor a cheap 
dollar, that is to say, an expansion of 
the currency. But these classes have 
just as much reason to fear that the 
capitalists will go in for an appreciating 
dollar worth 150 cents. 

The money craze is muddiing our coun- 
cils and undermining our democrattic in- 
siitutions. It is not an encouraging state 
of affairs when we see a division with 
money on one side and men on the 
other, as Senator Colquitt puis it. We 
shoud ¢o back to the old-time simplic- 
itv of our fathers, and recognize the fact 
that “a man’s a man for a’ that.” Let 
us have less talk about money sense and 
more about commou allied with 
honesty and patriotism. 

A Remarkable Experiment. 

After sixty years of restricted suf- 
frage,. Belgium, under her new constitu- 
tion, is about to try a startling experi- 
ment, 

The new law gives a vote to every 
male citizen who has reached the age of 
twenty-five. 

A married man who pays taxes, or a 
tax-paying bachelor of thirty-five, is en- 
titled to an extra vote. 

A third vote is given to a citizen of 
independent means, possessing a certifi- 
cate of high edueation. or who holds or 
has held a public oftice of a certain 
rank. 

It is helieved that every husband will 
place his extra vote at the disposal of 
his wife, ‘thus indirectly giving her the 
elective franchise. 

Under the new constitution the num- 
ber of votes in Belgium will. leap from 
150,000 to 1,200,000. 

A well-equipped Belgian will now be 
able to cast a vote on election day just 
after breakfast, and if he feels greatly 
interested in the campaign he can stick 
in another vote at dinner time, and still 
another on his way home to supper. 

When the voter feels muddled over 
a big question he can go to the polls like 
a man and put in two votes—one on 
each side of the burning issue. He can 
pair off with himself, nullify his first 
indiscreet vote, and make sure of being 
in the right by standing squarely on two 
platforms.

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


In Philadelphia 32,000 hands formerly em- 
ployed in the carpet, woolen and knitting 
mills are out of work. 


The originator of national expositions was 
Napoleon. He began in 1798 a series of na- 
tional expositions, which continued at inter- 
vals of from four to 2 gren_years until 154. 
They were intensely national in their spirit. 
A gold medal was offered at the earliest of 
them to the manufacturer who should deal the 
hardest blow at English trade. At the French 
exposition of 1849 this spirf? still survived so 
strongly that the minister of commerce pub- 
licly declared that a proposition to admit 
foreign exhibitors and their products ‘could 
ouly have emanated from the enemies of 
France.’’ To England, as a nation, and large- 
ly to the late prince consort’s personal influ- 
ence and exertions belongs the honor of organ- 
izing the first great exhibition in which mere- 
ly national linea were overstepped and an 
international scope given to it. The exhibition 
of 1851, held in the Crystal palace, London, 
which, in its day, was one of the wonders 
of the world, was the first truly large and 
comprehensive international enterprise of this 
kind. 

Congressman Curtis, of Kansas, is not both- 
ering bimself about small matters.

Of that twenty, 
two-—Buffalo and Rochester—are in New York 
and may be given to the east, although their 
lake trade identifies them with the west.

wealth and material power, while. with more 
than a thousand miles of coast line on the 
gulf of Mexico, it has its own outlet to the 
Atlantic. As to access to the Pacific ocean, 
it is all and only through the west. Of course, 
the vast region west of the Rocky mountains 
is allied to western sectionalism,*ind wiil be 
until such time as the Pacific coast states 
shall be able to erect themselves” into a ¢ec- 
tion with distinct interests anil demands 
upon the federal government. 

According to The Chicago Herald, 
is suffering from the tendency of 
ployed laborers to flock into the cities, just 
as this country is.

Bismarck’s St. Helena.

It is very probable that the latest dispatches 
eorrectly Price Bismarck’s condi- 
tion. He is seventy-eight, and has lived a 
great deal. He has carried the weight of 
empire on shoulders and has borne up 
under responsibilities only a Titan could en- 
dure. There have been many statesmen of 
the first class who have attained greater age 
without showing the physical impairment he 
exhibits, Gladstone being a familiar instance. 
jut the task of Bismarck has been-greater in 
the demauds it made even on his vitality than 
that of any other statesman of his time. He 
always played for high stakes and loved haz- 
ardous risks. <A coronet or a coffin were the 
alternatives of his game of ambition. And 
With all his intellectual and physical power, 
he is not a man of enough nervous stamina to 
pass unaffected through all the ordeals he bas 
subjected himself to. Like many men of 
thought and action, his nature is deeply tinged 
with melancholy. He looks at life through 
a’ black veil. Nor is this sadness the sadness 
of old age contewplating human muthbility at 
the suggestion of the twinges of failing nature. 

Lismarck was in his mental prime when he 
wrote to his wife that but for her and the 
children he could have cast off life as readily 
as a dirty shirt. To supply that vigor for 
combat that cheerfulness gives unasked he 
used years ago to brace himself for a baftle 
in the reichstag by drinking champaign and 
porter mixed, a compound that enly a giant 
could talk on, and compared with which the 
insidious American cocktail into inno- 
cuous desuetude. Even this etimulant could 
vot long aid the vitality that had been taxed 
with the creation of an empire. 

Whether Bismarck dies soon, or is Kept 
alive for years by the mingled vigils of love 
and science, he will always be Bismarck, the 
great man, to posterity. The ‘yx’ may go 
before the chancellor, but not before states- 
man inJhis case. Napeleon said at St. Hele- 
na, when informed that his captors would ad- 
dress him only as General Bonaparte, that it 
inade no difference what they called him then, 
they could not change what he had been, 
and the werld would remember Rim is Na- 
poleon.

The Southwestern Is Making a Hard 
Fight to Keep Oat of It. 


THAT TRIPARTITE BOND HEARING. 


Justice Jackson Thinks That the South- 
western Is Not Liable for $1,000,- 
CQO o' the Bonds. 


Washington, October 5.—(Special.)— 
There was a great array of legal talent in 
the consultation room of the supreme court 
this morning. The lawyers appeared to 
argue the Central and Southwestern bond 
case ag to the liability of the Southwestern 
for one-third of the $5,000,000 of tripartite 
bonds. The argument heard today was 
frou the Southwestern ‘lawyers, holding 
that the Southwestern is not liable. 

Mr. Crawford, for the Central, opened 
with a brief argument that the Southwest- 
ern was liable for one-third of the issue. 
Then Major Bacon, for the Southwestern, 
delivered a very strong afgument upou the 
legal propositions involved, holding that 
the Suuthwestern Railroad Compuny, be- 
ng simply the surety of the Central Railroad 
Company, it would be entitled to be subro- 
gated to the lien of the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company, and by such lien would 
be entitled to reimburse itself out of 
the property of the Central railroad for 
any part of the tripartite bonds which it 
might be held liable to pay. 

He also held that the Central Trust Com- 
pany, represeuting the junior cousolidated 
mortgage against the Central Railroad Com- 
pany, had actual notice of the fact that 

-the Sorudthwestern railroad was solely a 
surety on the tripartite bonds, and was, 
therefore, not entitied to preferénce over 
the Southwestern Railroad Company's hen. 

Major Bacon's argument was an elabor- 
ate discussion of the doctrine of subroga- 
tion which belongs to the surety paying the 
debt of its principal. He spoke about an 
hour and a half. 

He was followed by Mr. Beeman, of 
New York, who represents the stockhold- 
ers in New York of the Southwestern, in a 
brief argumeut. Then Mr. Frank H. Mil- 
ler, of Augusta, argued the facts in the 
case for the Southwestern. Mr. 
Miller had not concluded his ar- 
gument when court adjourned. ‘To- 
morrow he will conclude, after which 
the other lawyers in the case will be heard 
from. During bis argument, Mr. Miller 
said that under the terms of the mortgage, 
the Central was wholly responsible for 
$1,000,000 of the debt at least. 

Let Out of $1,000,000, 

Justice Jackson said that he had noted 
this fact after be had pronounced his de- 
cree. ‘This statement on Justice Jackson's 
part Means thut the Southwestern will not, 
in any way, be liable for $1,000,000 of the 
issue. In his argument, Mr. Miller in- 
sisted that under the mode and manner thut 
the Central operated the Southwestern 
from the date of the lease, it was primarily 
liable and bound to pay all indebtedness of 
the Southwestern -railway, both preceding 
and subsequent to the date of the lease. 

Among the array of legal talent here from 
Georgia are Messrs. Alex King and Pat 
Calheun, of Atlanta, Henry Cunningham 
and Sam Adams of Savannah. 

From the words let drop by Justice Jack- 
son, it is probable that the decision may be 
that the Southwestern is liable for one- 
third of the $4,000,000 of the issue of 

tripartite bonds. 
- Major Bactn said today that the credit- 
ors of the Central railroad who held the 
consolidated mortgage bonds, held them as 
collateral for a debt due to them by the 
Centra! railroad. This is the debt which 
is claiming a preference over the right of 
the Southwestern railroad to subrogation. 
He said that the same parties who held 
these bonds as collatera!, also held a large 
of other collateral securities to 


*secure the same debs and that the South- 


* 


western railroad would insist that those 
collaterals be accounted for in full by those 
creditors before they were allowed to par- 
licipate.in any part of the fund arising 
from the sale of the Central railroad.

While toiling from davlight until 
dark, and frequently on Sundays, protect- 
ing the property of the railway companies, 
how own interests and well-beme 
fare’? We answer badiv. for while thus 
emplorved, we have no time for mental im- 
provement: our faculties hecome too much 
blunted by unremitting labor to analyze 
onr condition or devise our reformatory 
measures, and we fall below the level of 
that intelligence, enlture, dis¢ussion and 
debate which should be characteristic of 
freemen. All of these things confront us 
and demand some kind of satisfactory set- 
tlement, and that is why we have organized 
and why we hold these conferences from 
time to time. We have no radical, no ex- 
treme methods to engage for the remedy. 
We are a harmonious, happy kind of a lot of 
fellows who strive only to do what is best 
for us and our employers.”

The Richmond and Danville Disturbance. 

It is not vet given ont what will be the up- 
shot of the conference between Richmond and 
Danville officials and employes with regard to 
the recent proposition to make a cut in sala- 
res of 10 per cent on the trainmen. 

The story was published in The Constitution 
several days ago telling of the proposition, 
and giving a full account of the situation, up 
to that lt was stated that a committee 
of conductors and others had gone from this 
division of the line to Washington to hold a 
kind of conference with the meu in power to 
seo What could be done in coming to a satis- 
factory adjustment of the issue. 

The fact that the check fur the previous 
month’s wages was a few days late in coming 
this way caused some complaint among the 
trainmen, aud led to the feur that the road 
would bring down the cut with a suddenness 
frightful to contemplate. 

‘Tne trainmen at this end of the line who are 
couservative people as a rule wanted to adjust 
the matter more amicably than these indica- 
tions promised, and talked among themselves 
a good deal concerning what concessions they 
would be willing to make even in the face of 
surprising propositions 

li is understood very, well here fhat the, 
truinmen will be willing to accept the pro- 
position to cut salafies 10 per ceut if the date 
is named when the full salaries’ will be re- 
siored to them. ‘This, they think is reasun- 
able and fair. They acknowledge in a way 
to claim recognition that they have a full and 
fair realization of the hard times that men- 
ace the welfare of southern roads this sumuiocr 
and fall, but there is a determined spirit 
apiong thei to Know what they may expect. 

The great trouble with the trainmen is that 
hearly all of them who wrok on this end of 
the line have purchased homes in this city 
and have given their notes for the installipents 
due on them, making the notes due about the 
loth of the month. When the check from the 
Danville authorities came so late last time it 
put the trainmen in a strait. ‘Their notes 
liad fallen due and they could not meet them. 
More than this they could hear nothing from 
the check that was to pay them off, and for 
this reason could give no satisfactory answer, 
to the creditors who had allowed them to oc- 
ecupy their houses on the conditions named. 

Whether the 10 per cent will be agreed to 
or not by the trainmen, and ifideed whether 
it will be insisted on by the Danville authori- 
ties now, is a question that is not ofticially 
answered just yet. 

t is given out, however, that the trainmen 
here are keeping well posted on the movye- 
ments of the Louisville and Nashville strikers 
and that their elbows are touching.

At the bot- 
tom of the inclipe, wate® commences, and 
the further one goes in the deeper is the 
Water and the wider the cavern. The wa- 
ter can be seen from the outside and for 
this reason it is the usual Sunday duty 
of churchgoing parents to omg their’ child- 
ren from peeping over the ledge of the 
mouth and faling in. The cave is full of 
fish. Many recesses run in every direction. 
it is so large that canoes have been put 
in it and exploration thus effected. 

[t happened that the son of Mr. James 
Morrow, Jefferson’s jailer, and another 
youth, went on a curiosity expedition into 
the cave a few days since, and while in- 
Vestigating it found under the water the 
two boxes which the two strangers had got- 
ten Myr, Keiss to haul some time since.

Senator Samuel Pasco, of Florida, Talks 
About Silver Legislation. 


ADVOCATES INDEPENDENT BIMETALLISM 


Does Not Like the Tone of President 
Cleveland’s Letter—As to the Com- 
promises Amendments. 


Hon. Samuel Pasco, the handsome ju- 
nior representative of the flowery little 
state of Florida in the dignified, august 
und, at this time seriously vexed United 
States senate, has been enjoying a briet 
respite from the turmoil of the wordy bat- 
tle that is anguishing the mind of the aver- 
age senator, and spent yesterday in the 
quieter atmosphere of Atlanta. 

Senator Pasco left Washington five days 
ago and spent part of the time in the north 
Georgia mountains, at Clarkesville, where 
his family has been rusticating during the 
latter months of the summer, Accompanied 
by Mrs. Pasco, Miss: Pasco, three youll 
sous aud Mrs. Dr. Turnbull aud chiidren, of 
Monticello, Fla., the senater cume down to 
Atlanta yesterday and spent the day at 
the Leland, on Lioustuon street. Ele return- 
ed to the conflict at Washington Jast night, 

The senator felt no fear during his ab- 
sence from the senate that that body would 
reach action ob the repeul bill now pebdihg 
before it. He hot anticipate a Vote 
upon the measure earlier than next week, 
jn fact, he puts the time when a vote will 
be tuken as Lol hearer than at least len 
days in the future. Lie is net an advucate 
ol lastly and undetermibhed tegisialtion just 
aut this critical point, and thilks that luc 
seuate has properly taken avundant tle 
for deliberation beture acting, though he Is 
uppused to hlibustering. hie is against the 
uLcouUdItiunul repeal of the purchasili¢; 
clause of the Srerman act abd expects 
lo Vole agalust the pending bill unless the 
repealmg act is strengthened by such 
aiendmenuts as will temper the evatreme el- 
fect he believes that uncobditional le- 
peal would bring whout. tie anticipates 
thut this will be “done, although he enter- 
tains grave doubts as to the character Jf 
the amendments. 

He believes a compromise not only like- 
ly but in some degree desirable. He is a 
strong bimetallist, msists squarely upon the 
ain s of the C thie ugo pl: itform being car- 
rial out and wants to see silver and gold 
dollars of equal intrinsic and purchasing 
value. 

“I do not interpret the Chicago platform,” 
said he, “to pledge our party to the repeal 
of any single section of the Sherman law. 
It was denounced as a whole as a coward- 
ly makeshift, and yet, I, taking the whele 
platform into consideration, do not want to 
replace it by another makeshift? the effect 
of which will be simply to put off the set- 
tlement of the question of commage and the 
currency. 

“T do not hold with the idea of repealing 
an existing law without substituting for it 
a better measure. I wouhkd not vote for the 
repeal of the McKinley law unless its re- 
peal was conditioned upon the enactment 
of a substitute which would give the coun- 
try a better system of revenues. The silver 
purchasing and coinage system continued 
by the Sherman law, objec ‘tionable as it is, 
should remain until we are ready to estab- 
lish a better system. I believe our present 
troubles are the direct result of vicious 
legislation of former years—the demoneti- 
zation of silver, the passage of the pur- 
chasing laws, high protective tariffs and 
extravagant appropriations. It is the duty 
of congress to ascertain the proper ratio 
between silver and gold, and to be careful 
that no mistake is made, or else one of the 
two metals will be driven from. the country. 
I believe that the repeal bill will not pass 
the senate without being amended. It is my 
opinian that an amendment providing for 
the purchase of a certain amount of silver 
per month for a definite time will be agreed 
upon, though personally 1 do not favor such 
a settlement. 

“I have great faith in Mr. Cleveland, 
but I was greatly disappointed by the hint 
thrown out in his recent letter to Governor 
Northen that we can have no independent 
bimetallism. There is no such bint in his 
letter of acceptance of the Chicage nomina- 
tion, no suggxestion in the democratic plat- 
form that the restoration of the double 
standard is entirely dependent upon inter- 
national agreement. The party stands 
pledged to bimetallism without reference 
to the action of other nations. I believe an 
international agreement on the subject of 
bimetallism impracticable. Iingland will 
not, in the near future, submit to such an 
arrangement. We must act independently.” 

Mr. Pasco believes the Chicago platform 
to be the prescription of the democratic 
party, made in its cooler moments, for just 
such ills as we have been experiencing dur- 
ing the last three or.four months. He be- 
lieves this coinage and currency question 
to be second in importance only to tariff 
legislation and thinks the senate should 
proceed in a deliberate and careful manner 
to settle it at once upon a sound basis. 

Mr. Paseo was asked about the chances 
for the confirmation of the appointment of 
Van Alen, the ambassador to Italy. He 
thoucht Van Alen would probably he con- 
firmed. “While,” said he, “Van Alen is 
not such a man as the Fbhorida democrats 
would select, let him have the place if 
the democrats of his state want him to be 
recognized, But.’ the senator added, “] 
am not favorable to the practice of giving 
such important offices to republican states 
that do us no manner of good in onr na- 
tional elections. Last term President Cleve- 
land appointed Mr. Phelps, of the ultra- 
republican state of Vermont, to one of the 
most important offices in his gift, and while 
he was eminently fit for the position it 
would have been more gratifying to have 
seen a democratic state thus honored. But 
I recognize the president’s right to select 
his own representatives to foreign countries 
and am disposed to sustain his nomina- 
tions. 

Mr. Pasco takes a favorable view of the 
future of the dempcratic party. There will 
he some settlement of the curreney question 
in the near future and the democratic plat- 
form is broad enough to enable those whose 
general views are not in harmony to come 
to = wne agreement. 

When a settlement is reached we shall 
enter tpon other great questigns in which 
democrats of all sections are ® agreed, 
the repeal of the federal election , tar-

President Hurt Receives Permission to 
Tear Up 


THE BATTLE HILL CAR LINE, 


He Puts Men to Work Immediately and 
the Track Is Nearly Gone—Today 
Finishes It. 


The citizens living along the line of the 
electric street railway known as the Battle 
Hill line will walk to town if they are not 
so fortunate as to possess other means of 
conveyance, 

President Hurt took time by the fore- 
lock and went to work to tear up the track. 
and in a few days there will be no sign of 
the line that once gave pleasure to so many 
patrons. 

And it all came out of an understanding 
that happened to be a misunderstanding 
which invelves about $25,000. 

The story is interesting, but considerably 
mixed, a portion of it being in court. When 
the Battle Hill line was first proposed, the 
citizens along the line were visited and 
agreed to contribute a sum not to be less 
than $24,000. The citizens contend that 
the street car company, The Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company. had 
agreed to run a certain schedule, and per- 
form certain stipulations which had been 
agreed upon. When the line. had been in 
operation for some time President Joel 
Hurt decided that he was running it at a 
loss to the company and raised the fare to 
10 cents. To this the citizens nalong the 
line raised strenuous objections and made 
vigorous kicks against such proceedings. 
They alleged that the street car company 
Was arbitrary, and a boycott was declared. 
Later the company put down the fare to 
the regulation 5 cents. 

But there remained a bad feeling between 
the property owners on one hand and the 
street car company on the other—provided 
a corporation and alleged monopoly can 
have feelings of any sort. Later the citi- 
zens living along the line refused to pay 
the amounts set down opposite their names. 
The Consolidated then took the matter into 
court, and was pushing the collection of 
the subscriptions before Judge Van Epps. 
Mr. H. Mozley,’who was the leader on the 
side of the citizens, fought the efforts of 
the company. Pleas and counter-pleas 
were filed, demurrers entered on both sides, 
and finally the case went over on a move 
made by the defendant. ! 

In the midst of the proceedings on the 
part of the company, the attorneys for th 
citizens claimed damages to the -eyact 
amount wanted by the street car company. 
This caused the case to be continued on 
motion of the railroad. 

Before the County Commiss.oners. 

With the matter pending in the courts, 
the management of the ror believed that 
it was getting the worse. of the bargain. 
President Hurt aprpea:ed before the board 
of county comm ‘ssioners at the last meet- 
ing and set before them the situation and 
asked thit he be given permission to re- 
move the road as the subscriptions bad not 
beer paid as agreed to by the citizens along 
tr: route. 

The matter was referred to the county 
attorney, Colonel Thomson, with power to 
act. He quickly decided which course he 
would pursue and signed a permit allowing 
Mr. Hurt to go ahead with the work of 
tearing up the road. As soon as he received 
the permit, President Hurt proceeded with 
his work, and the once level and pretty 
streets traversed by the company’s line to 
Battle Hill are badly torn up and iron rails 
are scattered promiscuously on each side of 
the road. 

There has been no move to take out an 
injunction against the tearing up of the 
track, and the work will be finished by to- 
night.

Five Men Failed to Overpower a Three Huan- 
dred Pound Negress un Peters Street. 

Bailiffs Boyles and Summers, of Justice 
Orr's court, are the two youngest men in 
the Dusimess, but they have hud mure ex- 
periences than most bailiffs.

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TONIGHT AT THE® MANSION. 


Governor Northen Invites All the Christian 
Workers in the City to Be Present. 

There will be a meeting of all the 
Christian workers in the city at the gover- 
nor’s mansion tonight. 

These meetings, which are now held 
weekly, are held for the purpose of arrang- 
the big convention of Christian 
Workers which meets in Atlanta on the 9th 
of next month.- 

At the last meeting all of the churches 
in the city were assessed for the entertain- 
ment of the delegates, and the result of 
this assessment was a number of homes 
sufficient to accommodate 1,500 delegates 
to the convention. 

This assessment was made, however, 
merely for convenience, and as a standard 
to be used by the committee on entertain- 
ment. 

Nearly all of the churches have been 
visited during the past week, and the re- 
sult will be announced by the chairman of 
the committee tonight. It remains to be 
seen whether or not the churches are able 
to furnish homes for as many delegates as 
they have been assessed, On this point, 
however, there is little doubt, as Atlanta 
has more than enough Christian homes to 
entertain the convention. 

This gathering of earnest, Christian 
workers from every part of the land, will 
be the largest that has ever convened in 
the south. In addition to those who will be 
entertained, a large number will stop at 
the hotels and be at their own expense dur- 
ing their stay in the city. 

‘The exercises of the convention will con- 
sist of speeches and discussions in which 
the leading men of thought, both of this 
country and of Europe, will be heard. Also 
men who have labored in mission work 
ull their lives, will discuss the practical 
methods which they have employed in their 
work aud the best means of reaching the 
WMUSSes, 

Many of the most prominent workers of 
New York and Chieago will participate in 
this latter discussion. The greater num- 
ber of delegates, however, will be from the 
south; although the convention has never 
before met in this section of the country. 

Rey. J. C. Collins, the advance agent of 
the convention, who is now in New Eng- 
land, writes that all of th.u*section is in- 
terested, and that a. 7.mber of influential 
citizens would be pinong the delegates. The 
last convention was held at Bosten, Mass., 
and as a result vf the meetings as many as 
5U.,000 people were converted.

HE WAS AN ARTIST. 


Stele Beoon and Baking Powder from Grocer 
Laird and Was Alwost Innoceut. 


A negro by the name of Frank Redding 
came very near not being guilty in a couple 
of cases against him in the court of Judge 
Westinvrelund yesterday. 

As it was he was convicted in both cases 
and given an aggregate sentence of S$loOU 
and costs or vne year and a half in the 
chaingang; but the couviction hinged on 
a single question. 

It uppears that at one time Redding 
worked for Police Commissioner Laird, 
who also has a grocery store on Whitehall 
street. Mr. Laird suspected Redding of 
stealing and fired him at once. While he 
Was at work for the police commissioner 
Redding ran a little store of his own. 

He wus caught in the act of stealing the 
bacon, And was suspected of stealing the 
baking powder. The police commissioner 
determined to push the case and began an 
investigatiom. It was nearly impossible to 
prove that Redding had taken the baking 
powder. At the trial yesterday he produc- 
ed a number of receipts from several gro- 
cery stores which showed that he had pur- 
chased the amount of One Spoon baking 
powder found in his possession by the ofh- 
cers. : 
Redding had the clerks who gave him the 
receipts summoned as witnesses. Solicitor 
Thomas suspicioned Redding’s little game, 
and began to question a clerk very rigidly 
as to how he obtained the receipt. ‘he 
whole story was then elicited. It seems 
that Redding went to the various clerks 
and wade the statement that he had 
bought a certain number of cans of One 
Spoon baking powder from the store, but 
had failed to secure a receipt and that he 
and his partaer had had a disagreement as 
to how the money had been spent. ‘Lhe 
receipts were all obtained in this way, as 
each clerk § testified. 

In one etse: Redding was given $100 or 
twelve months, and in the other S50 and 
costs or six months. Solicitor ‘Thomas is 
to be congratulated on the way he handled 
his side of the case and the admirable 
manner in which he cross-questioned the 
witnesses.
